1o school in Brush Creek town
ship, doving the winter of 1802-4,
Thewintersof 1803-4-5, he taught
at Roys Hill, Bedlord county,
teaching summer normil sclivols
in the meantimg. In the spring
of 1805, he accepled a position on
the faculty of the Normal Schocl
ut Bhippensburg, and remained
there until the spriog of 1002,
when he was glectad County Sup-
erintendont of Schpols of Falton
county, Pa, ‘or three years, and
re-electad in 1005,

In'all these positions, he prov.
ed himself a popular apd very
capahle man, aod” the very large
number of people from the dif
fernat sections of the county who
wara present au his Tuneral, bear
testimony to the lgh esteem in
which he was held io this county,

Defining Duties in Evenl of * Deaths
Where There Is Suspicion As lo

The Cause.

Section 1. Be it enacted, &c.,
Thas it shall be the duty of the
coroner and the deputy coroner
of any county in this Common-
wealth, in all cases where the
cause of death 1s of & suspicwous
pature and character, to cause an
investigation of the facts con-
ce:mnpg said death, and to make
or cause to be made such an aup-
topsy as the facts of the case
may demand, by such official,

Section 2. That 1n cases of
sudden death, where the cause ia
ot surrounded by any suspi-
clous clreumstances, the body of
the deceased shall be sent imme-
diately by the police or health
authorities, if vhe death shall oo-
cur away from the home or resi-
dence of the deceased, to the
same or to such relatives or
friends who may claim the body;
or, 1n absence of apny knowladge
as to the peison, lus or her home,
residenck, relawwves or friends,
the healuh board or police author-
ities of any eouaty, city, borough
or townstup shall take possession
of such body and keep the same
in such place as may be provided
by said authorities, for the pur-
pose of remmmning for a limited
time for identification; and any
effects tound on the body shall be
handed over by sawd police or
health authorities to the coroner,
snd by that officaal given to those
legally eutitled to the same : Pro-
vided, That nothing in this sec-

ion shall interfera with the right|
o;ﬁ'; coroner to [nvestigate the
